quired by law. 
It argues that the scope of 


gambling that would be per- 
mitted is not fully outlined and 
that the proposals provides for 
drastic revisions m p o w e r 
through the £reatjo» of a spe- 
cial gaming control board.

umn, "Leaves from a War Cor- 
respondent's Notebook." 


Some of his exploits that oc- 


curred during the war are still 
famous today. For example, on 
the North African front, he "in- 
vaded" a small Arab village, 
throwing candy from his jeep 
and shouting: 


"Vote for Boyle, the son of 


toil! Honest Hal the 
Arab's 


pal!" 


Alog with his sparkling sense 


of humor, however, he also has 
a genuine feeling of mankind 
that has earned him such titles 
as "the Soldiers' Boswelt" and 
"the Poor Man's Philosopher." 
For his brilliant reporting he 
was awarded the Pulitzer Prize 
in 1945. 


I asked, "What typo of people 


do you hate?' Though ready for 
the worst, I hoped I'd catch him 
off guard. 


He said nothing; but instead, 


lit a 
long, black cigar and 


puffed away as it his thoughts 


were In some

remote 


paradise, 


Finally, he «n.«wer*d "t hate 


people who throw their weight 
around, who try to fob a man Q! 
his dignity. Will Rogers used to 
say, T never met a man I didn't 
like.' 1 can't say the same. But 1 
can say 1 never met a human 
being I didn't feel sofry or. 1 
think this is a hard world, and I 
think every human In It, at one 
time or another has a hard 
time. The thing I admire most 
Is people who face life with 
courage, loyalty, and a sense of 
humor." 


"What arc your pet fears?" 
"My fears? The biggest thing 


I have to fight Is a feeling of in- 
sufficiency - that I won't be 
able to muster the talent to do 
the work the way I'd like. My 
greatest fear of all, however, is 
tomorrow's column." 


"What would you like put m 


your tombstone?" I asked, ris- 
ing from the chair and picking 
up my notes. 


"I'd like an epitaph saying, 


Gone Home to Rest' with an ar- 
row pointing upward." 


I laughed and thanked Boyle 


for the interview. 


We shook hands and I left, 


feeling in fine spirits.

Hurricane 
Continues to 
Baffle Man

MIAMI, Pla, (AP)-When the 


while man came to the New 
World, 
the 
Indian 
told 
him 


about the tigerish tempest that 
often sprang unprovoked upon 
islanders 
of 
, the 
tropical 


Atlantic. They called the storm 
"huracan," 


Christopher Columbus learned 


first-hand. He was leading his 
second expedition in 1494 when 
a hurricane struck 
the settle- 


ment of Isabella on Santo Do- 
mingo. Columbus lost eight of 
his nine ships. 


Columbus grew weather-wise, 


as did the Indians, but eyes and 
ears were their sole 
instru- 


ments. 


Today, man has radar, air- 


planes and satellites but men 
still don't know when or where 
hurricanes will form, although 
the forerunners are detectable 
over broad expanses of the 
hemisphere. 


After sticky, humid weather, 


the easterly winds blow more 
briskly, the rains fall more fre- 
quently. Fishermen note the fish 
bite 
more recklessly. 
They 


crowd into passes and tidewater 
streams. 


The surf's pulse.slows. Long 


swells slide smoothly 
ashore 


six times a minute instead of 
the normal 10 or 11. 


The wind turns north-north- 


easterly. Gusts rise to 30 or 35 
miles an hour. The sea is turbu- 
lent. The surf runs wild and 
clamorous. Brief rain squalls 
slash and run. The sky darkens. 


Then the hurricane strikes. 
Gordon E. Dunn, chief storm 


forecaster in the Miami Weath- 
er Bureau, said observers will 
concentrate on trying to obtain 
data on the formation of hurri- 
canes 
and 
studying mature 


storms to determine their nor- 
mal variability. 


Dunn expects 
the 
satellite 


Nimbus, to be launched Friday, 
to send back revealing pictures 
of cloud formations and provide 
daylight 
photographs of 
the 


equator very 24 hours. 


Tiros satellites have provided 


interesting pictures of clouds 
and have spotted hurricanes but 
they were not oriented as Nim- 
bus will be. A weather satellite 
system is still a year or two 
away, Dunn said. 


The Navy, Air Force and a 


tomatic buoys keep a check on 
hurricanes in the Atlantic, Car- 
ibbean and 
Gulf 
of Mexico. 


These forces have been beefed 
up for the 1964 storm season. 


The Navy, operating 
from 


Jacksonville 
a n d 
Roosevelt 


Roads, Puerto Rico, again will 
use Super Constellations. These 
70-ton flying laboratories, with 
crews of 28 to 30 men, can re- 
,main aloft for 21 hours. They 
jhave been in use since 1958 for

'of the hurricane as well as for 
spotting the big .storms. 


While main hurricane months 


are August, September and Oc- 
tober, these devastating storms 
have occurred at other times 
land Cleo is the fourth this sea- 
json. In June one formed in the 
Gulf of Mexico, moved across

Florida 
and 
into 
the 


Atlantic, with winds of 50 to 60 
miles per hour. 


In late July a storm formed 


near the Leeward Islands and 
passed not far from Bermuda. 
It had winds of hurricane force 
— 74 miles an hour — for one 
day 
and maritime advisories 


were issued. 


The first tropical storm to be 


given a name this season, Abby, 
formed quickly in the Gulf of 
Mexico and moved inland along 
the middle Texas coast Aug. 7, 
packing winds up to 60 miles 
per hour in squalls near the cen- 
ter.

Amendment No. 52 


(Legislative) 


That the following is hereby 


proposed as an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of
